We feel sorry for the German people, 
just the same as we feel sorry for anybody 
that gets in wrong and has to suffer pun- 
ishment because of it. Our authorities do 
not imprison a man for life, or hang him, 
because they like to, but because the wel- 
fare of society and the general public 
makes it necessary. It is not done in glee, 
nor in anger, but in sorrow that it is ne- 
cessary. 

One may love the family dog, even, al- 
most like one of the family, vet if it gets 
diseased or goes mad, we shoot .it, much 
against our will, and in sorrow—but it has 
4o be done... The welfare of the whole de- 
mands it. 

We ean reason out and understand just 
how the German people feel about this war, 
by considering that they have been tanehft 
from early childhood by an evil autoeracy 
that the very things are right which are 
now bringing about their downfall and 
ruination. 

Probably a large mejority of the Ger- 
man people think their eause is just, end 
their rulers right, because they drive been 
taueht so from infaney. Naturally enough, 
then, they do not know and cannot under. 
stand that practically the whole eivilized 
world has pronounecd sentence upon them 
as an outlaw nefion, and are treating them 
just as any other hand pf outlaws are treat- 
ed. 

We look upon the German nation now 
much as we do upon the dog that went 
mad, and we have to administer much the” 
same treatment. A mad dog is a mad dog, 
whether he wears a muzzle or a steel hel- 
met and iron cross. 

The average Teuton, is strong-minded to 
the extent of being bullheaded. There is 
no use arguing with him, as he is not amen- 
able to argument. His mind is not in a 
receptive condition for absorbing anything 
that it directly the opposite to what he has 


believed was otherwise all his life. 


- Nor in Germany alone is this sort of pro- 
clivity. 
knocked over the head with a club upon 
diverse occasions before it would listen to 
reason. We positively refused to believe 
the world was round instead of flat, or that 
it was whirling around all the time instead 
of standing still. And ‘it was not so very 
long ago that men were put to death for 
refusing to believe in a literal hell and a 
personal devil with horns, hoofs and spik- 
ed, tail, who stuck pitchforks into infants 
and toasted them over a fire from everlast- 
ing to amen. 

A large majority can generally be de- 
pended upon to be right, or much more 
right than a small minority, and probably 
the German would acknowledge that were 
it not for his immense propensity to stub- 
bornness. Probably, also, in another gen- 
eration or two his race will think different, 
and accept the virdict of civilization that 
the heads of the Imperal Government amd 
Prussian autocracy had to be crushed and 
subdued, even sbot down like any other
